BRIEF WAR NEWS
i

French reports say that 12,000 to
18,000 dead bodies lie iinbiirled be
tween Ypres and the coast and that
the health of the soldiers in that sec
tion Is menaced.

Practically the entire atarbnard side
of the French cruiser Leon Oambetta
was blown out by a torpedo launched
by an Austrian submarine, mhlrh sent
the vessel to the bottom off Otranto.

Turkey's army demonstrated last
week that even under Oeroian tutor-

ship It has not Improved Its morale
over the form it showed during the
Balkan war. With every natural ad-

vantage favoring the defense, the
Turks have been unable to prevent a
British army under General Ian Ham-
ilton landing at four places on the
OalllpoM peninsula.

The battle of Ypres ended with the
Oermans consolidating most of the
20 square miles of territory they have
won from the allies. The engagement
has had no result of major importance.

During the battle of Ypres. It was
reported the Oermans were using

guns, the newest output of the
Krupp works. Confirmation of the
presence of record-makin- artillery
within the Oerman lines came when
Dunkirk was bombarded from the Oer-

man positions near Nleuport. This
It s distance no less than 17 miles.
Never before have field guns been
able to fire so far. lo aiqased were
the authorities at Dunkirk that thay
believed the bombardment came from
a Oerman squadron along the Belgian
coast until airmen revealed the true
source.

Along the east Prussian frontier
and In central Poland there baa bean
a renewal of the fighting, which the
spring floods Interrupted, while In the
Carpathians where the ground Is dry-

ing, the Russians and Austrlans again
are contending for Ussok pass.
